More than 65 firefighters tackled a blaze involv- 
ing around 150,000 tons of household waste at a 
recycling plant in Darlaston. The mound of waste 
went up in flames at AB Waste Ltd in Cemetery 
Road. 

The road and a nearby railway track had to be 
closed off after crews were called at around 1.10am 
on Tuesday. Firefighters said they could be at the 
scene for up to two days damping down. 

It is not yet clear what sparked the blaze and an 
investigation has been launched. The nearby 
railway line was closed and power to overhead 
cables had to be switched off. 

Network Rail said the line was primarily used by 
freight trains, with just two or three passenger serv- 
ices passing through there each day. 

Spokesman Keith Lumley said: “While the inci- 
dent is ongoing we have had to turn the overhead 
power lines off.” 

Specialist equipment was brought on to site to 
help tackle the flames, which had engulfed 150,000 
tons of waste. Watch commander Ian Gough, of Wil- 
lenhall fire station, said: “The fire is still smoulder- 
ing. It was like a big hill of rubbish.” Bosses at AB 
Waste bosses said they did not wish to comment. 


40 are arrested 
In crackdown 


Forty-four known criminals have been arrested in 
Walsall in the first month of a new crackdown in the 
borough. 

Serve and Protect was launched on April 2 to focus 
on known criminals. Officers have been making 
regular checks on offenders who have curfews in 
place and arresting anyone found to have breached 
it. 

The number of wanted people arrested between 
the launch of the crackdown until April 27 includes 
30 who have been locked up for being wanted on 
warrant and failing to appear before court, seven 
arrested for breaching their curfews and seven 
others arrested as a result of forensic inquiries 
which have been made by police at the scenes of 
crimes. 

Since the operation began, officers have also made 
59 referrals to other agencies working with them 


including drug and rehabilitation schemes.

Rowdy couple made people’s lives a misery 


RACE ABUSE 


A couple who made neighbours’ lives miser- 
able with rowdy karaoke sessions, drunken 
behaviour and racist abuse have been evicted 
from their Walsall home. 

Jobless Gary Devey, aged 53, and wife Michelle, 
48, were kicked out of their home after neighbours’ 
complaints, court orders and a four-month jail sen- 


tence. 

The couple angered 
people in Stephenson 
Avenue, Beechdale, by 


belting out hits — including 
You Can’t Hurry Love by 
Phil Collins and Endl 
Love by Diana Ross —in late- 
night singing sessions. 

They have now been told 
to leave after Beechdale 
Community Housing Associ- 
ation got a court order 
gaining possession of the 
property. 

The association said the 
total number of complaints 
received over two years, 
which included fighting, 
arguing, shouting, drunken 
behaviour and late-night 
noise, came to 94. It was 
granted an order for posses- 
sion of the property earlier 
this month. 

June Moriarty, chief exec- 
utive of the housing associa- 
tion, said: “The result is a 
victory for the community 
and, most importantly, for 
those directly-affected 
neighbours who can hope- 
fully now return to living 
their lives in peace. 

“This case demonstrates 
proactive hard work in tack- 
ling unacceptable behaviour 
by officers from BCHA, the

The couple were jailed 
last July at Wolverhampton

The family, with three 
children under 14, said last 
year that they just wanted a 
quiet life, and that if anyone 
had knocked on the door to 
ask them to turn it down 
they would have complied.

Half of town 
firms ‘failing 
in four years’ 


Only half of new businesses set up in Walsall are 
surviving beyond the first four years, a new report 
claims. The borough needs “to grow” up to 2,000 new 
enterprises in a bid to meet national standards, says 
the report. 

This would prevent the borough from falling 
behind other areas. More than nine in 10 new busi- 
nesses in the borough make it through their t 
year but this falls to less than two-thirds surviving 
for three years. It comes as councillors in the 
borough look at new ways to help new businesses 
grow. 

Figures show that Walsall lags behind the 
national average when it comes to new business cre- 
ation. In 2009, there were 720 new enterpris' 
up but 1,005 business folded. 

During 2009, there were around 50 businesses for 
every 1,000 of the working population in Walsall, 
compared to a national level of 64. 

The report, which has gone before Walsall 

Council’s regeneration scrutiny and performance 
panel, says Walsall needs to grow 1,200 new busi- 
nesses to meet regional levels and 2,000 more to 
meet national levels. 
A working group which is looking into the issue 
has pinpointed the lack of suita i 
possible cause. The report s: 
incubation units — office and commercial — should be 
developed for new businesses to locate themselves 
in. 

“Ideally, these facilities will be developed with 
local business and enterprise partners, offer flexible 
leases, include business support features, meeting 
rooms and refreshment facilities.” 

The working group is also suggesting Walsall 
Council should consider giving over some of its prop- 
erty assets to becoming incubator units. 

In February it was reported there were almost 80 
shops and businesses standing empty in Walsall, 
prompting a review by the council. 

The report adds: “The importance of a strong 
economy with full employment cannot be underesti- 
mated. 

“Issues such as life expectancy, child poverty and 
educational attainment can all be improved through 
the development of a strong economic base.” 


Machete gang 
attacks man 


Aman was attacked with a machete as he walked 
along a busy Walsall road. The 49-year-old suffered 
cuts to his head and body in the attack.

backed to save jobs 


A portable office hire firm is to 
expand its base in Walsall, securing 
under-threat jobs and creating more in 
the future. 

Mobile Mini was considering leav- 
ing as the lease was soon to expire and 
the site was not fit for purpose. But an 
expansion plan has cemented the 
company’s future in the borough. 

The global firm’s branch in Brick- 
yard Lane, Aldridge, submitted an 
emergency planning application. 

It was a last-ditch attempt to secure 
its future in the area and Walsall coun- 
cillors have granted permission for the 
firm to transform a larger site in Mid- 
dlemore Lane into a hire depot. 

Beverley Mycock, constitutional 
services officer for Walsall Council, 
said the firm asked that the applice 
tion be pushed through the process 
quickly to “stand a chance of keeping a 


global company within Aldridge, 
which was its preference. 

“This site opportunity is ideal and 
would allow retention of all the 
current staff and provide an opportu- 
nity for them to expand their business 
and in the future create additional jobs 
in Aldridge over the next few years, 
she said. 

Edward Barratt, property adviser 
representing the firm, said: “Due to 
instances of flooding at Mobile Mini's 
current site in Brickyard Lane, the 
firm had identified the application site 
as the most suitable location to 
develop a replacement depot facility.” 

The Middlemore Lane site is in an 
industrial area of Brownhills, and 
because it was formerly used to store 
commercial vehicles the company said 
traffic flow will be reduced during 
peak times. 


on track to be built 


Ambitious plans for a new railway 
station to be built in Walsall have 
moved up a gear, with transport bosses 
now working on the business plan. 

The rail industry has backed a pro- 
posal for a station in Aldridge follow- 
ing a review of gaps in the network. 
Now, the transport authority Centro is 
drawing up a business case. 

It is also working to get the local 
community more involved. Network 
Rail published the findings of its Route 
Utilisation Strategy for the West Mid- 
lands back in November. 

The document looked at demands 
for services and gaps in the network 
and highlighted a need in Aldridge. 
The idea has now received support 
across the board. 

Areport to Walsall Transport Users’ 
Forum says: “Centro has been working 
towards the instatement of a passen- 


ger service to Aldridge and the build- 
ing of a station for some time due to the 
anticipated demand and the benefits it 
would provide, including quick and 
easy links to Birmingham and Walsall 
for people living in the area. 

“Now that the rail industry has 
shown its support for the proposals 
through the Route Utilisation Strat- 
egy, the next step was for Centro to 
build up a business case for the plans. 

“Centro undertook to liaise with 
their rail development manager 
regarding the involvement of the com- 
munity in the future of the Aldridge 
line.” 

It is believed the station would use 
the Sutton Park freight line for a half- 
hourly service to Walsall. 

Transport links are to be bolstered 
between Walsall and Birmingham 
with a £15 million, super-fast bus net.

Soldier charity nears £1m target 


A charity set up in memory of a 
Walsall soldier and his colleagues 
who were killed in Afghanistan has 
raised £856,000 — and is aiming to hit 
the million mark this summer. 

Afghan Heroes was launched in Sep- 
tember 2009 by eight bereaved mothers 
including Jane Whitehouse, mother of 27- 
year-old Cpl Jonathan Horne. 


The charity, which helps families of 


fallen soldiers, those on the front line and 
returning personnel, has raised more than 
£50,000 since the start of the year. 

Cpl Horne died after an explosion in 
Helmand province on July 10, 2009. 

The married father-of-two, known as 


Jay, had been carrying an injured 
comrade. 

Grandmother-of-seven Mrs White- 
house, aged 55, of Duchess Road, said 
more fundraising events were being 
planned in Walsall over the next few 
months. 

She said: “We are getting a lot of 
support. In July we are hoping to have a 
fancy dress fundraiser at the Banks’s 
Stadium. People at the RAC, where I 
work, have been very supportive. A couple 
of them did the Mother’s Day bike ride 
through Wootton Bassett this year and 
they are also doing sponsored walks for 
the charity in Shropshire in May.”

The Essence of Ireland, Grand Theatre, Wolverhampton 

IRISH eyes were smiling at the Grand Theatre for the fabulous 
Essence Of Ireland show. 

The audience could not fail to be mesmerised by a good mixture of 
infectious traditional music together with a touch of Irish craic and 
spectacular dancing. 

The crowd's love of the music was immediately obvious from the 
opening performance of an outstanding lone girl playing the fiddle. 
Exploding on to the stage like thunder, the magnificent sound of the 
awesome dancers’ taps had the hairs on the back of my neck standing 
on end. There was not a sound to be heard from the audience as they 
listened for every click of the dancers’ never-still feet. 

Energetic, graceful dance routines with incredible high kicks and 
flicks were breathtaking and performed with such perfect timing. A 
superb live band provided foot-tapping music for The Wild Rover, Molly 
Malone, Galway Girl and The Irish Rover. Solos of the emotional Danny 
Boy, the beautiful theme from Titanic and Westlife’s You Raise Me Up 
received rapturous applause before a standing ovation followed three 
encores.

Macbeth, Royal Shakespeare Theatre 

DIRECTOR Michael Boyd’s version of 
Macbeth is a bloody exploration of evil, 
ambition and guilt with a powerful central 
performance from Jonathan Slinger as the 
selfish tyrant. 

This first production in the transformed 
Royal Shakespeare Theatre at Stratford- 
upon-Avon makes full use of the ‘thrust’ 
stage, on three sides surrounded by the 
audience, which is a larger version of the gal- 
leried Courtyard Theatre which was the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s home in 
recent years. 

Actors enter from all angles, dangling from 
the ceiling, erupting from under the stage, 
running through the audience, or via 
smashed stained glass windows in Tom 
Piper’s impressive ruined, cannon-blasted 
church set, where piles of debris smoulder 
and religious icons have been defaced. It 
suggests a time of turmoil and danger. 

The distant thuds of explosive-like drums 
and the minimal notes from the trio of cellists 
provide a menacing soundscape and the 
pseudo-Elizabethan and leather costumes 
are effective. 

Enter Macbeth, victor in the Scottish civil 
wars, who takes a supernatural prophecy as 
his cue to murder his king and claim the 
crown for himself, after the encouragement 
of his wife. 

Not that Slinger’s Macbeth needed much 
encouragement. 

He is a smiling devil whose doubts and 


brief regrets are more to do with cowardice 
than human kindness or empathy. His wife 
knows this and it is she who is driven insane 
by guilt. Aislin McGuckin as Lady Macbeth 
gives a harrowing “out damned spot” scene. 

Slinger spits out Shakespeare’s lines with 
clarity and total conviction as the murdering 
tyrant, surely related to his memorable 
Richard Ill performed at Stratford a few years 
ago. 

SVoungsters take a central role. The 
witches, the Weird Sisters, become instead 
the Weird Children, and make their first 
appearance hanging from the ceiling like 
corpses on a gallows as they sing their 
prophecies to Macbeth and Banquo. The 
effect is very eerie and the audience later 
learn exactly who these ghostly children are. 

Excellent support comes from the brawny 
tough guy Macduff of Aidan Kelly and Caro- 
line Martin as the bitter Lady Macduff. Scott 
Handy radiates sorrow as Ross, the appalled 
witness to Macbeth’s excess, and Howard 
Charles is gently impressive as the mild 
Malcolm, son of the murdered King Duncan, 
who finds enough steel in himself to take on 
Macbeth. 

This is a production brimming with ideas, 
of which some work and some don’t. Jamie 
Beamish’s firework antics, as Seyton the 
gatekeeper, are baffling. Also, a scene with a 
multitude of dangling dolls to represent 
Banquo’s heirs looks more Cabbage Patch 
than voodoo vision. 

But the banquet scene is a triumph, Steve 
Toussaint’s very physical ghost of the 
powerful dreadlocked Banquo comes 
crashing through a door to reduce 
Macbeth to a gibbering wreck. 

This is a play in which the dead will 
not lie down. Then the scene is 
repeated without the ghost to show 
just how demented Macbeth must 
seem to his guests. 

Be warned, the scene in which the 
throats of Macduff’s children are slit as 
their watching mother is throttled is 
horrifying, but such an atrocity should 
be seen as horrifying. 

Slinger’s Macbeth seems to tire of 
his own malicious, duplicitous nature, 
musing upon death from his perch 
atop a ladder thrust out of the stage as 
his enemies close in. 

In a world where smiling tyrants still 
cling to power via assassination and 
massacre, Macbeth remains relevant 
and fresh, and will remain so as long 
as men fall prey to “vaulting ambition”.

Fantastic Mr Fox the opera, Grand Theatre, Wolverhampton 

ENGLISH Touring Opera aims to encourage a young audience to expe- 
rience opera with this adaptation of Roald Dahl’s farmyard tale, first per- 
formed in California in 1998. A barely half full theatre for this one nighter 
suggests they have some way to go in achieving this. 

However, 20 local youngsters had their first experience of appearing in 
an opera with children from Wolverhampton’s East Park Junior and 
Woden Primary schools playing fox cubs and trees. 

The witty libretto by Donald Sturrock and Tobias Picker’s music, a mix 
of bucolic Vaughan Williams-lite incidental music and operatic pastiche, 
deserved a bigger audience. 

It was good to have an orchestra in the Grand’s pit, though they some- 
times overpowered the vocals meaning lyrics were lost, despite selective 
surtitles shown on TV screens in the theatre’s boxes. 

Nicholas Merryweather was a swaggering Mr Fox complete with Rod 
Stewart-esque 70s hairstyle. Impressive vocal performances came from 
Miriam Sharrad’s Mrs Fox, Welsh soprano Catrine Kirkman’s lonely Miss 
Hedgehog, Carlyl Hughes’ prancing Rita Rat and mezzo soprano Fiona 
Kimm as the Valkyrie-like digging machine Agnes. 

But there was a feeling of anti-climax as the story seemed to fizzle 
out. It was Mediocre Mr Fox. LEON BURAKOWSKI
